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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 24, 26, 28, 29 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Yamazaki et al. (US 2003/0132483 A1). 

In re claim 24, Yamazaki (e g.. Fig. 1) discloses a complementary thin film 
transistor circuit, comprising: 
a substrate: 

a first thin film transistor that is formed on the substrate, the first thin film 
transistor including a first semiconductor film, a first gate electrode, and a first gate 
insulating film disposed between the first semiconductor film and the first gate electrode, 
and the first semiconductor film including a first source region (115), a first drain region 
(119), and a first channel region (1 17); and 

a second thin film transistor that is formed on the substrate, the second thin film 
transistor including a second semiconductor film, a second gate electrode, a second 
gate insulating film disposed between the second semiconductor film and the second 
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gate electrode, the second semiconductor film including a second source region (126), 
a second drain region (122) and a second channel region, the first drain region and the 
second drain region being in contact with each other and the first source region being 
separated from the second source region. 

The same configuration is also disclosed by Yamazaki et al. (US 2002/0117736 
A1) and Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,617,644 B1). Both of said references are 
also cited here to reject claim 24 under 35 USC 102(e). 

In re claim 26, Yamazaki et al. discloses the device of claim 24, further 
comprising 

a plurality of crystal grains.formed on the substrate, each of the plurality of crystal 
grains being a single crystal grain, one of the plurality of crystal grains including the first 
semiconductor film and the second semiconductor film (section [0080]). 

In re claim 28, Yamazaki et al. discloses the device of claim 24, wherein the first 
channel region and the second channel region have a same plane orientation. 

In re claim 29, Yamazaki et al. discloses the device of claim 24, wherein the first 
TFT is N-channel and the second TFT is P-channel. 

In re claim 32, Yamazaki et al. discloses the device of claim 24, wherein the TFT 
is a complementary TFT transistor circuit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 25 is allowed. 
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Claims 27, 30 and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
